A WORD ABOUT FLOWER SEEDS 

It takes a combination of conditions to make 
flower seeds germinate and these conditions 
vary depending upon the type of flower. All 
seeds require moisture to stimulate growth ac- 
tivity. Without this, seed will lie dormant. 
Some seeds require high soil temperatures and 
some low temperatures. For example, Lark- 
spur and Sweet Peas prefer the cold, while 
other varieties prefer warm soil, such as 
Celosia. When seed that requires warm tem- 
peratures is exposed to cold, wet soil over long 
periods of time, fungus diseases will rot the 
seed before it sprouts, therefore, it is de- 
sirable with most flower seeds to wait until 
the soil is warm before planting, especially 
the light types of seeds, such as Zinnias, 
Marigolds, Sunflowers, ete.

HOW TO PLANT FLOWER SEEDS 


The soil best adapted to flowering plants is 
generally a light friable loam, containing enough 
sand or peat moss to make it porous, thoroughly 
pulverized and enriched with plant food. Make the 
seed bed as fine, smooth and level as possible. Do not 
plant when the ‘ground is wet and do not plant too 
early. The ground must be thoroughly warm for most 
flower seeds, Cover each lot of seeds to a uniform 
depth which should not be more than four to six 
times the diameter of the seed; press the soil firmly 
over the seed; plant in rows so that the plantlets 
may be easily seen; thin to prevent crowding.
